Lake Superior— The Region Around It, 
and the Copper Mines. — The completion of 
the canal around the Sault of St. Mary will, by 
opening the navigation of that vast lake (Supe- 
rior), which is the largest of the great chain of 
lakes on our northern border, give new impulse 
Aand increased activity to trade and travel in 
^hat direction. A steamboat of the largest 
class may now take freight and passengers 
through from Buffalo to Fond du Lac, at the ex- 
treme western end of Lake Superior, which is 
only sixty miles from the Mississippi river by a 
line drawn due west, and one hundred and twen- 
ty miles from St. Paul, the capital of Minneso- 
ta. In view of facilities afforded by the Open- 
ing of this great northwestern lake to navigation 
by steamers, a very great number of people are 
expee'ed to visit the lake and the country round 
about it, during the approaching summer. The 
speculator, the emigrant, and the man of ele- 
gant leisure will find these objects of interest to 
them. Vacant lands, copper mines, fine scene- 
ry, and good fishing are among the most attrac- 
tive objects that invite thither the two classes 
of mankind, who either work or play. A trip 
up the Mississippi to St. Paul, thence by land to 
the lake at Fond du Lac, and then by steamers 
on the Lake to the Sault, touching at the va- 
nes, thence by boat to Niagara Falls 
[ be a most delightful excursion. It, how- 
• , might be found better to reverse the order 
and go to the Falls first, and then take a boat at 
Buffalo to Fond du Lac, and return via St. Paul, 
the Mississippi river to Galena, and by railway 
via Chicago to Louisville. 

To the speculator the mines of copper that 
are in operation and others that are being open- 
ed on the lake shore must be a matter of great 
interest. The amount of copper that is obtain- 
ed in that region is increasing steadily, and 
^ioubtleis w ill continue to increase every year 
as additional facilities aie offered for cheap 
mining, and for a full supply of provisions. 
Every article, such as tools, poods, and provis- 
ions, has heretofore been transported there at 
great expense, but which will in future be 
cheapened by the diminished cost of transpor 
tation. The copper intelligence this spring is 
that the mines prosecuted the past winter have 
generally turned out remarkably well, and at 
Ontonagon, the Mining News estimates that 
eleven hundred tons of copper, the product of 
the mines in that district the past winter, will 
be ready for shipment on the arrhal of the first 
steamboat. This amount of copper, after mak 
ing all reasonable deductions for waste, freight, 
&,c, is worth about $334,000. 

During the month of March, 115 tons of cop 
per were raised at the Minnesota mine, and the 
directors have declared a dividenedof $30 per 
share from the proceeds of the mine in 1854.— 
This is the second dividend of tflat amount, be- 
ing in the a<;gr gate $180,000. The celebiated 
Cliff mine has declared a dividend of $5 per 
share. We are not well informed as to the 
quality of soil adiacentto the lake, but presume 
that immediately around its border the land is 
poor and unfit for cultivation, but a little farther 
it^ outh, in Wisconsin, the soil is rich and well 
"^Sdapted to agriculture.

Duties under the Canadian Reciprocity 
Treaty. — The Montreal Gazette publishes a 
correspondence between the United States con- 
sul in that city and the board of trade of Cana- 
da, from which it appears that a duty of two 
and a half per cent, on the export value is 
charged for customs duty at that port on pack- 
ages containing articles being the products of the 
United States which are admitted free under the 
reciprocity treaty. Articles from Canada im- 
ported into the United States, being free under 
said treaty, are exempt from any customs 
charge. The matter has attracted the attention 
of the Treasury DeDartment at Washington. 
We should suppose the British Government will 
cease from its illiberal course so soon as the 
facts are o fficially represented to it.

The Washington I'sion and the Mor- 
mons. — A recent original communication on the 
Mormons, in the Washing^o* Union, published, 
no doubt, with the advice and consent of the 
Administration, expresses the following just 
opinions of the community at the Great Salt 



Ihe case of the Mormons may serve further 
to illustrate our idea of the rights of conscience. 
Without qestioning their right to believe in the 
Divine mission of Joe Smith or Brigham Young, 
or to have as many wives and concubines as 
King Solomon or the Grand Turk, we certainly 
do deny their right, as members of this confed- 
eration, to S"t up the inspirations of their pro- 
phet in opposition to the constitutional powers 
of the President of the United States or any other 
branch of the government. Nor do we think 
their privileges extend to a violation of those 
laws and institutions which are the basis of our 
manners, habits, and morals. Polygamy, how- 
ever sanctioned by the example of the patri- 
archs, is a criminal offense in every State of the 
Union, and a community in which every man 
may have as many wives as he pleases can no 
more assimilate with those who admit of but one 
than if it sanctioned the commission of murder 
or any other crime against the laws of nature 
and society. 

Coming at length to the main question, the 
writer further informs us that — 

As might be expected, since they became ter- 
ritorial members of the Union, they have placed 
themselves in direct opposition to the legitimate 
authority of the government of the United States, 
by rejecting its officers and refusing to recog- 
nize any authority but that of their inspired 
prophet. In this, we think very unfortunately, 
they were humored by Mr. Fillmore, who con- 
ferred on B. Young the office of civil Governor 
in addition to that far higher station he held as 
the oracle of the Divine will. Thus Governor 
Brigham Young now combines in his nerson the 
sanctity of a representative of the Divinity and 
the temporal authority of an officer of the gov- 
ernment of the United States. The association 
is supremely absurd, if not absolutely blasphe- 
mous. 

The N. Y. Herald copies this and asks whether 
Pierce has done any better than Fillmore did. 
That paper says: "As we understand it, the offi- 
cers sent out by Mr. Pierce, at least the Gov- 
ernor, has declined In favor of Brigham Young, 
and we are not informed whether it is the inten- 
tion of Mr. Pierce further to interfere with the 
authority of the great polygamist or not. The 
time has fully come, we apprehend, for the 
breaking up of this nest of the unclean birds of 
Mormondom. Will the Washington Union 
oblige us and the public at large by Informing 
us what this administration has done, and what 
it proposes to do, to abolish the nuisance?"

Famine in Randolph County, Ala. — A 
Touchimg Appeal. — The Montgomery Adver- 
tiser contains a lrtter from Randolph county, 
addressed to Gov. Winston, by a committee ap- 
pointed at a public meeting of citizens of that 
county, and appealing, in simple but touching 
language, for relief. 

The letter states that, "in consequence of a 
three years' drought, we are now reduced to the 
point (many of us) of extreme want; and that 
some of the citizens — indeed many of them — 
of this Comm'onwealth are actually perishing 
for food, to say nothing of the probability of a 
short wheat crop, in which event our condition 
is still more deplorable." Says the address: 

We can conceive of no better plan for the al- 
leviation of our sufferings thaiuto lay the matter 
before our Chief Magistrate. Our mindsj^vert 
with pleasing reflections to the charity*f the 
people of our State when the cholera was raging 
in New Orleans and Mobile three years ago; and 
believing that our condition at this juncture is, 
in every respect, as deplorable as theirs (the 
sufferers), we hope that it is only necessary to 
advise them of our wants to elicit the same 
charitable donations so lavishly bestowed on 
that occasion by the citizens of Montgomejy as 
well as Selma and Mobile. 

Some of our neighbors have suggested the 
propriety of the loan of funds from the bank at 
Mongo— ry^ to enable us to buy provisions, &c, 
while others think, as do the present committee, 
that that would hardly meet our necessities. 
True, we could buy corn if we bud the money 
and knew who had it to sell, but, dear sir, the 
corn is not in all this country to spare; for those 
who did have a little to dispose of have long 
since disposed of it. 

We want something to eat, and we want it 
now. We would be willing to ao anywhere for 
it, with any reasonable probability of finding 
an Egypt. 

Could the merchants or grocers at Montgom- 
ery, Selma, or Mobile do anything for us in the 
way of provisions — meal, meat, molasses, or 
anything of the kind — we would thankfully, 
and with grateful acknowledgements, receive it, 
and send forthwith after it.

Fighting at Mooresville. — A difficulty occur- 
red at Mooresville, six miles south of this place, 
of which we have refrained from speaking, as 
we desired to learn the exact facts in the case. 
From all accounts we believe the following to 
be a true slatemeut. On Sunday a large num- 
ber of Germans from Louisville, some thirty or 
forty in number, went out to Mooresville and 
planted there a red flag, with a cross over it 
They were armed with gnns, pistols, and spears, 
and behaved in a manner that little suited some 
of the inhabitants of the neighborhood. Some 
twelve or fifteen Americans, becoming exasper- 
ated at the acts of the German*, "pitched into" 
them, and, after considerable hard fighting run 
them from the ground. The flag and a eousiii- 
erable portion of the weapons of the Germans 
were captured, and are now in possession of the 
victors. These have been a long time in the 
habit of coming from Louisville to this side of 
the river to feast, frolic, and riot on the Sab- 
bath, and it is about time that their hebdomadal 
visits were stopped.

THE GRAND JURY. 

The jurors of the grand jury, assembled and 
sworn at the May term of the city court of the 
city of Louisvslle, have instructed the under- 
signed, foreman of said grand jury, to report the 
following resolution, to-wit; 

Resolved by thegrand jury, assembled and sworn 
according to law, That they have, with extreme 
regrets, seen and read an editorial article ap- 
pearing in the leading columns of the Louisville 
Daily Democrat of date May 30th, 1855, in 
which said article the editors of said paper have 
thought proper to attack the conduct of certain 
"officials" of the city of Louisville in the dis- 
charge of their duty, but particularly in regard 
to an attempt on the part of the said editors of 
the said paper to have invaded the privacy of 
the grand jury room (on "reliable authority") 
and dished up certain information in reference 
to proceedings then and there had, and which 
said information thus asserted and thus impu- 
dently published, callerge the correctness and 
justness of the proceedings of the said grand 
jury; now it is distinctly asserted that the said 
proceedings , ■ .ring the present session of the 
grand jury have been strictly just and conform- 
able to their best idea of public justice, as de- 
clared by the rules of law that govern this 
Commonwealth; and they assert that the said 
paragraph in the said article which imputes a 
motive or an actior. differing from a strict con- 
formity to the law and public justice, is utterly 
false and unworthy of the sanction of the promi- 
nent conductors of the public press.

This could be accomplished with little trouble 
and expense to the emigrant by submission to 
examination by the Consul.

A Letter from Hon. Daniel D. Barnard 
on the Prohibitory Act.— A letter has been 
writt n by Hon. Daniel D. Barnard, of Albany, 
N. Y., on the Prohibitory Aet passed by the last 
Legislature. Mr. B. expresses the opinion at 
the outset that the law cannot be sustained, and 
says it ought not to be sustained: 

Nobody ought to desire the success of any 
great measure of benevolence or of reform, 
which sets out with the violation of principles 
which lie at the very foundation of human 
rights and of free government. I think this act 
does exactly that. It commits a great and 
grievous wrong; a wrong, which, if the: like 
could be committed by one individual upon oth- 
er individuals, the law would be prompt and se- 
vere to redress and punish. A society or gov- 
ernment have no moral or legal dispensation to 
perpetrate a great wrong more than private per- 
sons. 

The vice of this act is that it proposes to in- 
augurate its great scheme of benevolence by the 
sacrifice of an immense amount of private prop- 
erty. Whether this is five' millions or fort}', it 
is not material to inquire. That the amount 
falling within the operation, direct or indirect, 
of the act must necessarily be very greal , nobody 
can doubt. If the jurisdiction of the State over 
the subject matter had been as broad and unre- 
stricted as the will of the Legislature, the sacri- 
fice would have been greater The policy of 
the act. if it could be sustained, and be taken as 
an established precedent, would not leave a dol- 
lar of private property in the State, of any de- 
scription, real or personal, safe from the rapacity 
or the fanat'eism of any dominant faction in 
the government. 

The letter is mainly devoted to an argument 
showing that the act is at war with the rights 
secured to the citizen in his property.

The Massachusetts Personal Liberty 
Bill. — An act, in twenty-three sections, passed 
by the late Legislature of Massachusetts, is now- 
published, its provisions are: 

L That every alleged fugitive from slavery 
shall be entitled to the habeas corpus and to tri- 
al by jury. 

2. B any person shall attempt to remove, or 
assist in removing an alleged fugitive, who 
shall not be proved to be a fugitive, he 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than one 
thousand nor more than five thousand dollars, 
and by imprisonment for not less than one nor 
more than five years. 

3. No State officer shall issue a warrant, grant 
a certificate, or in any way act under the Fugitive 
Slave law, under the penalty of losing his office 
and being forever thereafter ineligible to any 
office of trust or emolument of the Common- 
wealth. And every person who holds a federal 
office, which even qualifies him thus to act in 
the return of a fugitive, shall not be allowed 
to hoid any State office. This is a directrequire- 
ment of Judge Loring's removal. 

I> Any Massachusetts lawyer who shall ap- 
pear in behalf of the claimant of the alleged 
slave shall be deemed to have resigned any of- 
fice or commission that he may hold under the 
Commonwealth, and shall be incapacitated from 
thereafter appearing as counsel or attorney in 
the courts of the Commonwealth. The depri- 
vation of State commissions is a severe penalty 
on the legal profession, inasmuch as almost 
-very Massachusetts lawyer is now a justice of 
the peace. 

5. Sheriffs, jailors, and constables are forbid- 
den to assist in returning the fugitive, under 
penalty of imprisonment for not less than one 
nor more than two years, and a fine of not less 
than one thousand nor more than two thou and 
dollars. The same penalty is adjudged to the 
volunteer militia of the Commonwealth, if con- 
victed of the offence. 

6 The Governor shall appoint one or more 
commissioners in each county, for the especiai 
protection of the alleged fugitive, who shall 
take care that he has all the privileges secured 
to him by the present act. All the expenses in 
uch proc edings necessiry for the defense of 
the fugitive shall be paid from the State trea- 
sury. 

7. No jail, or other place of confinement be- 
longing to Massachusetts, shall be used for the 
impiisonmeiit of the alleged fugitive, or of any 
person charged with resisting the execution of 
the fugitive slaw law, or of any person ar- 
rested on execution in any suit for damages, ac- 
cruing in consequence of aid given to an escap- 
ing fugitive.

York Tribune of Tuesday last: 

The steamship United States was to have sail- 
ed yesterday afternoon for Nicaragua, but was 
prevented by the presence of a formidable naval 
force in the East river to pievent her de- 
parture. The vessels engaged in the service are 
three steamers and a sloop-of-war. Early yes- 
terday afternoon, the steamer Corwin took her 
position nearly opposite the foot of Sixteenth 
street, so as to guard the passage through Hell- 
Gate; the propeller City of Boston was station- 
ed about opposite the foot of First street, and 
one of the revenue cutters cast anchor near the 
foot of Grand street. 

At noon to-day, the steamer Vixen came up 
abreast of the United States and anchored just 
off her dock at the foot of Eighth streetyso 
that any attempt to escape would be frustrated 
at the outset. All through the last night steam 
was kept up and the Government steamers were 
ready for immediate service. 

Our Reporter paid a visit to the United States 
this morning, wnen the officer of the deck in- 
formed him that the vessel had all of her coal 
on board, and was ready for sea. When she 
would sail or what cargo she would take out to 
Nicaragua he was unable to say. He was not 
aware that sha was about to sail on Monday 
afternoon. He was the engineer of the United 
States and had not yet received any orders. 

On every other point he was a "Know-No 
thing." He did know one thing, however, that 
if his steamer got ten rods the start of tbe war 
steamers she would leave them so far behind 
in one hour that they would not know where 
they were. 

Universal Exhibition at Paris. — The fol- 
lowing notice has just been received by the Post- 
master General from Monsieur Stourm, French 
Director General of Posts: 

Notice to the Public — General Post-Office, Pa- 
ris, France. — The public i3 informed that a post- 
office has been established at the Palace oi Uni- 
versal Exhibition at Paris, to be kept open 
during the continuance of the Exhibition. 

Inhabitants of France and of foreigu coun- 
tries, lodging in the neighborhood of the Palace 
of Exhibition, or intending to pass the greater 
part of their time thereat, or such as do not 
know, at the time of their departure, in what 
part of the citv they shall be lodged, mav cause 
their letters to be addressed to the post-office of 
the Palace of Exhibition. 

Such letters will be preserved in the office, 
and delivered to the persons addressed on sight 
of their passport or of any other document es- 
tablishing their identity. They should be ad- 
dressed — 

"Mr. , Post-Office of the Palace of 

Universal Exhibition, Paris." 

Letters addressed to the exhibitors themselves 
having: establishments in the Palace of Exhibi- 
tion will be delivered in the same manner, or 
will be taken by carriers to the place occupied 
by the exhibitor, if that place is mentioned in 
the address. 

At the post-office of the Palace of Exhibi- 
tion the public will moreover be afforded the 
same facilities as in the other post-offices oi 
France for the purchase of stamps, the trans- 
mission of money, &c. 

Massachusetts. — The people of Massachu 
setts recently voted on the question of adopting 
or rejecting the amendments to trie Constitution 
as they were originally adopted by the Legisla- 
ture of last year and ratified by the Legislature 
of the present year. The returns render it cer- 
tain that all the proposed amendments have been 
adopted by large majorities of the vote cast. 
The vote, however, was very light. 

The amendments establish the plurality sys- 
tem in all elections — the election for Gover- 
nor, Lieutenant Governor, Senators and Rep- 
resentatives to be held on the Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November — the election of eight 
Councillors by the people instead of by the 
Legislature — the election of Secretary, Treas- 
urer, Receiver General, Auditor, and At-ornej* 
General by the people — the election of Sheriffs, 
Registers of Probate, Commissioners of Insolv- 
ency, Clerks of Courts, and District Attorneys 
by the peopU in such manner as the Legislature 
shall direct — and prohibit the application of 
the public moneys to the support or any other 
schools than those conducted under the super- 
intendence of town or city authorities, nor for 
the use of any religious sect for the mainten- 
ance, exclusively, of its own schools.

EVENTING BULLETIN. 



Spain.— Advices from Mad. id, of the 5th 
i t.. confirm what has been stated before of 



the intrigues of persons around the throne to 
confirm the Queen in her reluctahce to sign the 
law authorizing the sale of ecclesiastical prop- 
erty. In the midst of the sitting of the Cortes 
on the 5th, a deputy of the democratic party. 
Senor Garcia Lopez rose abruptly to ask the 
Ministry if it were true that the Queen had hes- 
itated to sanction the law, and if she had been 
encouraged by the King in that resistance to 
the popuiar wish. Marshal O'Donnell, in re- 
ply, staled that the report was false as far as 
regarded their Majesties, but that there had been 
intrigues behind the throne, which it had been 
necessary to defeat. This reply calling forth 
som<' ountei -cheers from the Right, in answer 
to those from the Left, the Marshal t uned to- 
wards the side of the house, and added, "Ye?, 
we are prepared for this; we know the immense 
responsibility we have assumed. We shall 
know how to place ourselves above the petty 
difficulties of detail, raised by men who form- 
erly trampled the laws of their country under 
foot." 

The following interesting account is taken 
from the Journal des Debats: 

On the morning of Saturday, the 28th of 
April, two trains set out from Madrid during 
the same hour, bound to the royal residence of 
Aranjuez. One conveyed the Marshal Duke of 
Victoria, President of the Council oi Ministers, 
to lay before the Queen the law voted on the 
previous evening by the Cortes, and thoroughly 
resolved not to return to Madrid without having 
obtained the reyal sanction. The other bore 
Mousignor Francbi, who went to communicate 
to Senor Lnzuriaga the orders he had just re- 
ceived from the Holy See, and to demand his 
pass >orts in case the law was confirmed. The 
Marshal had a conference with the Queen and 
another with the King, and the raised tone of 
his voice rang in the ears of the chamberlains 
and other officers in attendance as the}' anxious- 
ly awaited the termination of thte interview. 

The Queen had replied by a refusal. "I am 
bound to declare to you, madame," said the 
Marshal, "that your refusal may have the most 
fatal consequences for public peace and your 
own person. You know with what facility bar- 
ricades are formed in the streets of Madrid. 
The population is already deeply irritated and 
discontented; they will soon curry things to ex- 
tremities; and the Cortes, believe me, will not 
hesitate in coming to resolutions of the utmost 
energy." The Queen replied: "I reproach my- 
self for having consented to the presentation of 
Lank law, which troubles my conscience; for it is 
a violation of a treaty I m*de with the Pope, 
and 1 have resolved not to give it my sanction, 
since I am convinced that it will bring on Spain 
great misfortune." The Marshal then urged the 
embarrassment which the refusal would cause 
to the Ministry, who would be so compromised 
that they would not be able to retain office. The 
Queen pleaded that they had found her docile 
even on most painful occasions, and that she 
could not believe they would abandon her in the 
situation they had her placed in and when she 
was without councillors or defenders. "Weil, 
then, sign, madame," again insisted the Mar- 
shal. "No; I cannot consent to so great an in- 
iquity." 

The Marshal then repaired to the King, 
whi»in he reminded of the service he had ren- 
dered to the Queen and her throne since the re- 
volution. "I know not," said the King, "if it 
would not have been better to have lost the 
throne and the crown than to have preserved 
surh as you have made them.-'- 

The Maishal, having effected nothing, return- 
ed to Madrid; and in the evening the ministers 
assembled, and decided that the resignation of 
her council «.tt viatse should be laid before the 
Queen next morning, if she did not afford her 
sanction to the law. 

The next morning, therefore, all the Ministers 
were early at Aranjuez, and Marshal O'Donnell, 
having been the first to enter the Queen's apart- 
ment, said: "Madame, I fear that you deceive 
yourself as to your position. You do not seem 
to be aware that if you persist in your lefusal, 
the Cortes will constitute itself into a National 
Convention. If you drive us to it, we shall re- 
nounce that constitutional royalty for which we 
have made so many sacrifices, and we will pro- 
claim a republic; Spain will not be the more un- 
fortunate. But we shall keep your daughter — 
your daughter, who belongs to the nation, and 
may serve as a hostage against you." These 
menaces, uttered with great energy by a man 
who does not always retain the mastery over 
himself, carried with them a dread into the mind 
of the Queen, aud aaelled her courage. Her 
spirit was exhausted, and she burst into tears. 
"I hesitate no longer," she cried with grief. "I 
will do for my daughter what I would not do 
for myself. [ will sign, if you promise not to 
take h»r away from me. But I protest with all 
my soul against your violence; and I hope that 
God will la} f the responsibility of my weakness 
i'O your head, and on those of your colleagues 
ai df riends." At this moment the Grand Cham- 
Vr.'ain and the ladies of her Majesty were iri- 
teodv !ccd into the chamber, preceded bv the 
Pnt.c^s of Asturias, who threw herself into 
the arm ■ of her mother, while the rest threw 
themselves at her feet, entreating her to end 
the contest . and not to compromise the safety of 
her throne and the fate of her dynasty by a lon- 
ger resistance. Marshal O'Donnell again insist- 
ted — "Hasten, madame; your Ministers are tired 
of waiting." The Ministers entered; the Dep-

Whilst this was passing at Aranjuez, Madrid 
was beginning to assume a revolutionary aspect. 
The garrison was confined to barracks; the 
streets were crowded; members of the Cortes 
known for their ultra-democratic opinions, ir- 
regularly assembled in one of the apartments of 
their palace, were holding a sitting, in which 
measures of utter anarchy wei e being discussed. 
They demanded a decree that should proclaim 
the throne vacant, and convoke a national con- 
vention; so that, by a coincidence worthy of re- 
mark, tie heads of the extreme parties of the 
Cortes were preluding to those acts at the very 
moment that Gen. O'Donnell was threatening 
the Queen with them. The commanders of the 
militia were agitatir.s the same questions, and 
preparing to second whatever the Cortes might 
undertake. 

The Madrid correspondent of the London 
Times, writing on May 7th, says: 

Mr Perry, Secretary of the American Lega- 
tion, has formally annonnced that his govern- 
ment accepts the arrangement proposed by the 
Spanish Cabinet in the affair of the Black War- 
rior. His note on the subject expresses, in the 
name of the President of the United States, the 
most friendly sentiments, and the hope that the 
conclusion of the affair will draw closer the re. 
lations between the two countries. The Spanish 
Minister for Foreign Affairs has intimated in the 
Cortes that other claims are pending.
